TO ENLARGE 
SUMMER SCHOOL PROGRA 


Wilmington’s Public Schools 
are planning an enlarged Sum- 
mer School program, this year, 
to be held daily from June 26 
to August 4th, 

Seven Courses are being of- 
fered to pupils in grades 7 
through 12, both for the pur- 
poses of allowing children to 
‘make up’ in failing subjects, 
and to prepare for subjects 
Planned for the fall semester. 
Make-Up English is being of- 
fered to pupils in grades 9 to 
12 who have failed in English 
during the school year 1960-61 
and who, by making up their 
English at this time will have 
an opportunity to graduate on 
schedule. 

English 7 and 8 is being of- 
fered to all 7th and 8th grad- 
ers, It will stress the basic 
principles of grammar and com- 
position, providing pupils 
with a firmer foundation for 
writing in High School. 
Fnelish Composition, for pu- 
pils in grades 11 and.12 who 
plan to attend school beyond 
High School. The emphasis will 
be placed on the correct word 
usage and organization of good 
composition, 

Review, Algebra I, a course 
for pupils who will be taking 
Algebra II in the fall, or for 
someone just finishing Algebra 
I, is designed to give the pu- 
pil confidence in his ability 
to do Algebra, 

Arithmetic 7 and 8, available 
to all pupils in grates 7 and 
& who wish to develop a firmer 


base upon which to build their 
future work in mathematics, 
Driver Education, offered to 
pupils who will be 16 years of 
age on or before June 26, with 
preference given to Seniors. 
The charge for the course is 
$25, plus motor vehicle exam- 
ination fees and license fees. 
The charge for the course is 
to cover extra expenses con- 
nected with the course. 
Development of Basic Reading 
Skills, a course available to 
all children in grades 7-12 
whose future achievement in 
high school or advanced school 
could be improved with better 
mastery of the basic skills of 
reading. 
12 To A Class 
Aminimum of 12 students will 
be required in order that a 
particular course be conducted 
Regular attendance is very 
important, Supt. of School 
Shea has stressed. Anyone who 
cannot attend 90% of the 
course he chooses should not 
enroll, 
Class Hours 

Classes will be from 8:30 am 
to 10 am., and from 10:15 am 
to 11:45 am, thus allowing 
students the possibility of 
selecting two courses. 
Transportation arrangements 
must be made by the parent or 
guardian, 

All pupils are being furnish- 
ed with application blanks, 
which they are supposed to 
bring home for the use of the 
parents.

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LET'S NOT DO THINGS HALFWAY 


Currently the Middlesex Bank is planning 
improvements in back of the building on Main 
Street, planning which we suspect has been on 
their books for some time past. The plan is of 
course for their property, and as far as their 
property is concerned it is good, not only for 
the bank, but from the viewpoint of the town 
for the town itself. 

It is interesting to note that a couple of 
politicians are hopping on the band wagon, and 
while not saying much are letting it be under- 
stood that somehow it was their idea in the 
first place. 

The idea is an old one. It is, to put it 
more correctly, part of an old one, and if the 
bank is going ahead with their plans the town 
might well consider going ahead with the whole 
plan. 

This paper proposed it as its contribution 
to the Urban Renewal discussions. Before that 
it was proposed by A. Chandler Manning, back in 
1915, and George Griffith, about the same time. 

If Olson Road, which enters the Middlesex 
Bank property near the Fire Station, could be 
extended to Middlesex Avenue, and then on to 
Clark Street, and if, on the other end it could 
be extended to Main Street somewhere near the 
Cain Garage, the town could have a lot of traf- 
fic problems solved. 

Main Street could be one-way, from Clark 
Street south to Cain's. The other road could be 
one way north. The long waits for traffic tie- 
ups at the corner of Main and Church would be 
eliminated. 

It would be, if properly handled, a profita- 
ble venture, not only for the town but for the 
various landowners. Part of the roadway already 
exists on paper, and it would be to the benefit 
of the property owners to allow it to be ex- 
tended through that which they own, - convert- 
ing nearly valueless land to something that 
would be worth perhaps $30 a foot-frontage. 

A study of the plans of Mr. Manning and Mr. 
Griffith could do no harm — 
answer to the problems of Wilmington Square. If 
at all possible we shouldn't be happy about 
doing things half way, when the whole thing has 
been there, waiting for development, for forty
